Where  an  applicant  for  an  old-age 
pension  is  married  to  and  living  with  a  spouse 
not  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  Act,  the 
income  of  the  applicant  shall  be  taken  to  be 
equal  to  the  sum  of  their  joint  incomes  calcu¬ 
lated  as  in  the  Act  and  these  regulations  pro¬ 
vided,  less  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  dollars. 

“(c.)  Where  an  applicant  for  a  pension  in 
respect  of  blindness  is  married  to  and  living 
with  a  spouse  not  in  receipt  of  a  pension  in 
respect  of  blindness  under  the  Act,  the  income 
of  the  applicant  shall  be  taken  to  be  equal  to 
the  sum  of  their  joint  incomes  calculated  as  in 
the  Act  and  these  regulations  provided  (includ¬ 
ing  any  old-age  pension  payable  to  the  spouse) , 
less  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
dollars.” 

And  to  recommend  that,  pursuant  to  the

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
